SYNDICATE. 


T he C om pany Now H olds D eeds to O ver 
3.003 A cres o f L and. 


C h ic a g o . July 29th.—The purchase of 
1,920 acres of land in San Mateo county, 
Cal., 011 which to establish m am m oth stock 
yards and packing-honsss, it now trans­ 
pires is bnt a sm all portion of the total 
acreage for which the syndicate now holds 
deeds. The syndicate has purchased 200 
acres from Mirier & Lux, 250 acres from 
Ansel Easton, a nephew of D O. M ills; 
400 acres from D. O. Mills himself, 40 acres 
Irorn E W. Burr, and a num ber of smaller 
lots from other parties owniDg land adjoin­ 
ing the original purchase, m aking in all 
over three thousand acres, for which the 
enormous sum ol $770,000 was paid. The 
principal parties engaged in the transac­ 
tion are Nelson Morres, a large holder of 
Atlantic aud Pacific Railroad stock ; Philip 
D. Armour, who, in addition to his stock 
yards and packing establishments, is also a 
large holder of Atluntic and Pacific securi­ 
ties ; Ham m ond & Co , Swift & Co., and P. 
D. Iler, the m illionaire pork-packer ot 
Omaha, who has been the financial agent 
of the syndicate in San Francisco. 
The 3,000 acres purchased will be divided 
as follows : 
Twelve hundred acres will be 
used by the different stock-yard corpora­ 
tions already organized in this city, and the 
other 1.800 acres will undoubtedly be used 
for the shops and round-houses of the At­ 
lantic and Pacific Railroad, which will be 
extended from Mojave on to San Francisco 
with all possible Bpeed. 
The following companies have been or­ 
ganized here and in Kansas City to operate 
the immense establishment in San Fran­ 
cisco: The Stock Yard Land Company, 
capital, $2,000,000: the Avatory Company, 
for butchering, with large chilling and 
freezing houses, capital, $300.000: the Stock 
Ydrds Banking Company, capital, $250,000, 
and. lastly, the Stock Y’ard Company, capi­ 
tal, $1,000,000. The last company includes 
the stock yard proper. 
The butchering business will undoubt­ 
edly be transferred entirely to the new com­ 
pany's establishment, tlius ridding San 
Francisco of a great and daugerous nuis­ 
ance. 
In fact, it is stated here that the 
company has arrangements made with all 
the large butchering firmsin San Francisco. 
A thriving town will of a necessity be lo­ 
cated at Baden, near the yards, as it is esti­ 
mated that fully 4 000 men will be em­ 
ployed in the stock yards and packing es­ 
tablishm ents, exclusive 
of the railroad 
employes, who will num ber at least 1,000 
more. 


NEBRASKA IN D EPEN D EN TS. 


T h eir S tate C onvention A d o p t, n P la t­ 
form au d N om inate* a G overnor, 


L i n c o l n (Neb.), July 2 9 t h .—1The People’s 
Independent 
party of Nebraska met in 
State Convention to-day, nearly nine h u n ­ 
dred delegates from all over the State being 
present. 
Farm ers’ 
Alliance 
men and 
Grangers predom inated, 
the rem ainder 
bt-iug K uiehts of Labor and union labor 
men. 
A num ber of speeches were made, 
including one by ex-United States Senator 
Van Wyck. 
H e announced himself as out 
of politics and strictly for business. 
He 
denounced both old parties for the part 
they had taken in legislation for the past 
twenty-two yea's, and declared that thev 
were controlled by W all street, and said 
the presen: movement was destined to 
revolutionize the whole order of things. 
The platform demands that the financial 
system shauld be reformed by the restora­ 
tion of silver to its old-time place in the 
currency, its free and unlim ited coinage on 
au equality with gold, and the increase of 
the money circulation to the sum of $58 
per capita, all paper issues necessary to se­ 
cure that am ount to be made by the Gov­ 
ernm ent alone and be a full lega, tender. 
Land monopoly should be abolished, either 
by the ¡imitation of ownership or a grad­ 
uated taxation 
of 
excessive 
holdings. 
Alien ownership is prohibited. The rail­ 
road system, as at present managed, is a 
system of spoliation and robbery, and its 
enormous debt at fictitious valuations is 
absorbing the substance of the people in 
the interest oi millionaires. 
The general 
Government should own and operate the 
railroads and telegraphs, anti furnish trans­ 
portation at cost,

They say that notw ithstanding the 
dual site, it must not be forgetting that the 
fair will be an entirety. 
It is the intention 
of the Board, so far as it may be able to do 
so, to locate the agricultural and stock ex­ 
hibits in the same inclosure with the m a­ 
chinery, State acd such other exhibits, as 
will render that portion of the exhibition 
at least equal in general interest and attrac­ 
tiveness to the other portions of the fair. 
Concerning the exhibits upon the lake 
front, the Board contemplates placing them 
in the art building, which is designed to be 
a large structure beautiful in architectural 
designqtnd finish. Among the displays in 
it btsides art will be extensive electrical 
plants, Turkish, 
Indian and E gyitian 
villages, Government departm ent exhibits, 
etc. 
Of course, the report says, it is quite im ­ 
possible for the Board to do more than 
generalize at the present time. 
One of the 
reasons advanced’ for the nse of the lake 
front is the fact that the greater proportion 
of the business men, cleiks and industrial 
classes will find their time more severely 
taxed in the care of visitors from all over 
the world than at any other period. 
Their 
opportunities for visiting that part of the 
exhibition lying more remote from the 
center of the city will not be all that could 
be desired, and it is impracticable to keep 
open in tne evening buildings m uch re­ 
moved from the center. 
Lake front can 
thus bA well utilized in the evening.

SEND THE MEN. 


The A rtillery Regim ent, which has its 
headquarters in this city, is to depart in a 
few days for a season of encampment at the 
seaside. 
It is to be hoped that employers 
■will accommodate the men so well that 
every enlisted and commissioned man in 
the regim ent will be able to attend the 
encam pment. 
These annual outings are 
very beneficial to the young men, for they 
axe better equipped for labor when they 
return. 
G etting out of the “groove” for a 
few days rests them to such an extent that 
they take hold of work on their return 
w ith new vigor and greater interest in it, 
ami really do much to equalize the loss of 
time. 
Aside from these considerations, the hol­ 
iday of the employe is very nearly a right, 
so much a custom has it become to allow 
wage-earners a few days each summer 
in w hich 
to 
seek 
change 
of scene 
and air. 
B ut the considerations relating 
directly to the organized m ilitia are also 
im portant. 
It is essential that the Xa 
tional G uard of California shall he m ain­ 
tained in as high a state of efficiency as 
can be attained. 
I t is an arm of Govern­ 
m ent every wise man should foster, and in 
aid of which taxpayers expend no mean 
sum, and can well afford to expend a great 
deal more. 
The regiments of the guard 
cannot be well trained and disciplined in 
street or armory. They m ust be taken into 
the tented field and given a glimpse of 
camp life, and some idea of the duties, 
trials and privileges of the soldier of the 
republic. 
Between orderly government and law­ 
lessness there is only the arm of the offi­ 
cial, and that m ustlean upon the organized 
m ilitia, at least. 
The fathers did not tire 
of preaching to us in the addresses they 
left for our guidance of the value of a 
well-disciplined m ilitia to the State as an 
arm of protection and a bulwark of liberty. 
In case of invasion, revolution or local re­ 
sistance of the law, it is to the men bearing 
th e arms of the State, and serving her 
w ithout fee or reward, that the communi­ 
ties of the Union must tarn for protection. 
T he guard, too, is a school in patriotism 
and the m artial spirit. 
There is no dan­ 
ger of over-cultivation of the latter among 
a people so intelligent as those of the 
American republic. 
On the contrary, it is 
not enough stim ulated now. 
W e trust, 
therefore, th at the regim ent will be sent 
away witli very full ranks, and that not 
one man who is in employment will be 
prevented by any employer from serving 
the State and doing him self good by the 
recreation referred to as member of the 
A rtillery Regim ent, of which Sacramento 
is so proud. 


THE ARGENTINE REVOLUTION. 


T he outbreak in the Argentine Repub­ 
lic is the result of financial difficulties 
th a t shrewd men some tim e ago predicted 
would end disastrously. 
Less than six 
m onths ago a revolution was on the eve 
of breaking out, but was restrained after 
some vigorous efforts on the part of states­ 
m anlike men. 
President Cel man 
had 
2QUCh to do with averting a catastrophe at 
ih a t time, by dismissing his Cabinet. 
But 
the plots to upturn the Governmen t co n -! 
tinued, and now we have news of the out­ 
break of a vimeiit revolution. 
The seat of 
dioturuance is Buenos Ayres, of w hich the 
President is not a native, and this fact in­ 
tensifies the feeling against him . 
Buenos 
Ayres, the capital, is a very proud city. 
H er 500,000 people are disposed to distrust 
any ruler who does not spring from the 
metropolis of the State. 
Indeed, sectional 
feeling in the Republic is, and long has 
been, very bitter, and there seems to be no 
prospect th at it will much lessen in the 
tim e of the 
present generation. 
The 
federation is deeply involved in debt, and 
its creditors are pressing it. 
To stay the 
tide of feeling against the A dm inistration, 
the latter proposed financial plans that 
met with only the rebuke of the people. 
N evertheless the currency of the Republic 
was inflated dangerously and the debt in­ 
creased, yet all this time, as for thirty 
years past, the productions of the country 
have increased, and th e commerce of the 
nation has been on the upward grade, 
strengthening, broadening and attaining 
greater and greater importance. 
A t the 
same time the Government has been lavish 
of exjienditure, constructing great works, 
promoting 
im m igration 
from 
Europe, 
m aking extraordinary grants, paying large 
bounties for the incoming of artisans and 
agriculturists, encouraging the building of 
railways, 
etc. 
Such activity induced 
private speculation and inflation along all 
lines. 
Now the revulsion is manifest in 
revolution, which as often as not in these 
South 
American 
communities 
turns 
against the authority th at was doing most 
for the country. 
But there is not to be 
:iny long life to this new revolt, many of 
which the States of the A rgentine Re­ 
public have experienced. 
T he Republic 
’.hough heavily in debt is rich in resources; 
its commerce is of the most im portant 
ch aracter; the people are inspired with 
progressive idea», and they are abreast 
with the intelligence of the age. 
Under 
such conditions no revolution can long dis­ 
turb the nation.

W ere he a resident of th e U nited 
States, or widely known here, such sport 
as has been made of his wooing m ight be 
said to have brought him down a notch in 
the estimation of somebody, but under the 
circumstances he will not be able to re­ 
cover damages. 


PÜLLHG FOR THE PERMIT. 


T h e steam schooner M ischief has ar­ 
rived in V ictoria harbcr with 13,000 seal­ 
skins. 
She gathered them from the Eng­ 
lish sealers now poaching in Behring Sea. 
It is said th at none of the poachers had 
felt any fear of seizures being made, and 
thus far none have been. This would seem 
to give color to the rum or in circulation a 
month ago, th at our Government has 
given our cutters orders to retrain from 
making seizures. 
If this is the fact we 
must assume th a t there is good reason for 
the policy. 
A t the same tim e it is very 
apt to irritate the American people. 
W e 
shall probably have an early explanation 
of the m atter, and th at it will clear the 
doubt away may be confidently expected, 
for the correspondence of the Secretaiy of 
State with Lord Salisbury, up to the early 
days of the present month, prove th at the 
Government was not winking at the tres­ 
passes of the English sealers. 


SACRAMENTO DEFEATS THE BAY CLUB 
WITHOUT DIFFICULTY. 


The Senators Take th e h ead from the 
Start and W in th e Game by a 
Score o f 10 to 5. 


T h e action of the residents and owners 
of land living on the Sacramento river 
south of this city, in resolving to organize 
a district and fortify the levee system, is 
to be commended. 
Now let us see to it 
that there are no weak spots in our own 
system of levees, and th at a policy is 
adopted th at will gradually convert our 
levees into a continuous boulevard, so 
broad and secure th at no possible doubt of 
their capacity to resist rising waters can 
be entertained. 
If w ithin the next few 
years we convert our levees into fine drive­ 
ways, first raising them where necessary, 
we will give the people such a sense of 
security that real estate, manufactures and 
general business will feel the resultant 
benefit, and outside capital will flow in 
upon us for investment. 


T h e story goes th at certain ex-army of­ 
ficers are negotiating w ith representatives 
of G uatem ala for the raising of troops in 
this country and shipping them out in the 
guise of laborers. 
If there is any reason

the contestants, and we cannot afford to 
close our eyes to such thin masking as is 
proposed.

The County Committee Meets and I>oe§ 
a Little Precinct Gerrymander­ 
ing Business. 


Pursuant to notice, the 
Democratic 
County Central Committee met last even­ 
in g at the Capital Hotel for the purpose of 
calling primary elections throughout the 
county to select delegates to a County Con­ 
vention. The meeting was called to order 
by Chairman M. J. Burke, and the follow­ 
in g answered to their names: Fox, Town­ 
send, Harris, Considine, Singleton, Devine, 
Pickett, O’Neill, 
O’Connor (Secretary), 
Allen, Rooney, Houx (Townsend, proxy), 
Stephenson, Smith. Eailey and Burke. 
J. M. Stephenson opened the proceedings 
by offering a resolution providing for the 
holding of a County Convention in this 
city on the 7th day of August, to elect 
delegates to the State Convention, to nom­ 
inate county officers, and for other pur­ 
poses. 
Also, that on the 4th of August primary 
elections be held throughout the county 
for the election of delegates to said County 
Convention. 
The resolutions also name the number 
ol delegates to be elected in each precinct. 
It was further provided that where two or 
more tickets were run in any precinct, each 
ticket should be allowed a representative 
on the Election Board. 
The resolution did not provide any test 
for voters, and John Rooney said he did 
so t want the doors ieft open for the whole 
Republican party to vote at the primary 
election. 
A motion was then made that, as a sub­ 
stitute, no person be allowed to vote at the 
primary elections who did not vote for the 
last Democratic Presidential candidates, or 
would have done so had they voted. Out 
of order. 
Then a motion was made to lay Mr. 
Stephenson's resolution temporarily on the 
table, and it was so ordered. 
Mr. Craven3 said the nearer they could 
get to the people the more harmony there 
would be, and without harmony deteat was 
certain. The resolutions offered were in 
the right spirit, giving every Democrat an 
equ3i chance in giving expression to his 
views. The proposed call had been care­ 
fully drawn, and was fair and just to all. 
If defeated factions should kick, they would 
not be good Democrats. 
Add. C. Hinkson indorsed Mr. Cravens’ 
remarks. The harmony of the partv de­ 
pended largely on the action of the Central 
Committee, and this body had shown its 
desire to do what was right by inviting 
Democrats to attend the meeting. He be­ 
lieved the committee would act for the 
best interests of the party. 
Dr. Manlove did not think Mr. Stephen­ 
son’s resolutions the right thing, as they 
gave small precincts as strong representa­ 
tion as larger ones. He wanted to see an 
increased representation—200 would not be 
too many in the Convention. Get the 
young men out, and let the Democratic 
Convention be one of the people. 
John Rooney said he wanted to see a 
Convention of three hundred delegates. 
“ We had a big Convention once.” said he, 
“and what was the result? We elected 
every man on the ticket! For God’s sake, 
give the young men a chance!” . 
Mr. Cravens said there could be no objec­ 
tion to a large representation—the only 
thing necessary was that the representa­ 
tion of a precinct should be in keeping 
with 
the vote cast therein. 
The pro­ 
posed apportionment is based on the 
Democratic vote cast for President at 
the last Presidential election. 
If vou 
want to increase the number of dele­ 
gates, you have only to reduce the basis st 
representation, but it seems to me that the 
only way to have a fair representation is to 
give to each precinct a representation Be­ 
coming to the number of votes cast. 
Harry Bernard wanted the countrv to 
have a fair show with the city. 
J. W. Hughes spoke eulogistically of the 
young Democracy, who must bear the 
brunt of political battles. There was but 
one duty for the committee to perform— 
give all Democrats a fair chance to give 
expression to their choice for delegates and 
candidates. 
Charles JenkinB thought the proposed 
call did not give the country precincts their 
full share of delegates. He wanted to see 
a large Convention. 
Mr. Cravens said that all he wanted was a 
fair representation, whether large or small. 
Give such to the people, and be would take 
the slump and fight any man that kicked 
against it. 
Thomas O’Neill moved that the commit­ 
tee should go into executive session. 
Mr. Stephenson opposed such action. 
There was nothing the Democrats should 
want to conceal. Let all hands stay and 
put down the assertion that had been made 
that there is trouble in the party in the 
city. The people of the country did not 
believe there was any trouble in the party 
in this city. 
Mr. O'Neill’s motion was, however, car­ 
ried by a vote of 7 to 5, and the crowd 
withdrew. 
The committee was in session until about 
midnight, and, judging from the high and 
angry voices that echoed throughout the 
hotel corridors, the members had a very 
lively session. 
9o far as could be learned the issue 
seemed to be the apportionment of dele­ 
gates among the several precincts. The 
8iephenson 
resolutions, it 
is claimed, 
allowed the usual fair representation to the 
established precincts. This was satisfac­ 
tory to the friends of Russ D. Stephens, 
who aspires to the nomination for State 
Controller, but was not satisfactory to the 
element that wants to secure the delegation 
to the State Convention in the interest of 
John 1’. Dunn for that office. 
The committee divided up the First 
Ward so as to give but twelve delegates to 
that portion between Front and Seventh 
streets, and twenty-eight from Seventh to 
Tenth streets, where Dunn’s supporters a~re 
supposed to be more numerous. 
I:>s:ead of allowing forty-five delegates to 
the Third Ward, as usual, the number was 
reduced to forty, and the ward divided into 
two precincts. K street being the dividing 
line, each to have twenty delegates. 
The Second Ward was divided into three 
prenncta. Whatever significance the action 
of the committee may have will be appar­ 
ent to the Democrats, who have been dis- 
custit'g the matter among themselves for 
some weeks past. 
The committee called the primary elec­ 
tion for August 8th, and the Convention 
for the 11th. 
DISSATISFIED DEMOCRATS. 
A fvr the action of the committee had 
become known, there was no inconsider­ 
able amount of "kicking” indulged in by 
many of the Democrats present. One of 
these, a prominent citizen of a country 
precinct, said 
in 
conversation with a 
R eco u p-U n io n reporter: 
• Y es, it is true thejcomraittee voted down 
Mr Stephenson’s propositions and made a 
cali for a Convention, to consist of forty 
delegates from each Supervisor District. 
Tlu- inequality of this apportionment is 
readily apparent when it is seen that the

After some discussion of the subject, in 
which members of the Association ex­ 
pressed themselves very forcibly in favor 
of the hop-growers standing shoulder to 
shoulder in self-defense against the ex­ 
actions of dealers and consumers, the reso­ 
lution was adopted. 
The resolution was also indorsed by the 
Sonoma Hop-Growers’ Association, which 
had forwarded a letter to that effect. 
Advices from England were read, to the 
effect that the hop crop there this year will 
be almost a failure. 
Bids were opened from San Francisco 
houses on hop cloth and sulphur. 
Philip Wolf & Co. offered 05,000 yards of 
imported cloth at 9 | cents per yard. 
Neville & Co. offered it for 9 cents. Red- 
ington & Co. made the only bid on sulphur, 
offering 30 tons crude sulphur at $27 per 
ton, and 30 tons roll at 2J cents per pound. 
A resolution was offered by Dr. Durst pro­ 
viding that a committee of three be ap­ 
pointed to wait on the next Legislature and 
urge the passage of an Act establishing a 
legal tare of 3i pounds per bale. 
Tbe 
resolution was laid over until the next 
meeting. 
Mr. Ross, of Santa Rosa, offered the fol­ 
lowing resolutions: 
Whereas, We feel the injustice of a seven- 
pound tare: aud w hereas the State Hop Growers’ 
Association, at its last m eeting, adopted a reso­ 
lution th a t a tare of three and a hall pounds be 
declared a proper tare: therefore, be it 
Resolved, T hat we further concur in and reaf­ 
firm the resolution introduced bp Mr. Lovdal at 
the last regular m eeting; and be it further 
Resolved, T hat the Secretary be instructed to 
notify all dealers or buyers of hoos th at growers 
will allow only a tare of three and a h alf cents 
pounds per bale. 
The resolutions were discussed at some 
length, and finally adopted. 
A letter was received from a hop-grower 
in Washington, asking for information 
concerning the objects of the Association, 
aHd inquiring as to the success so far at­ 
tending its efforts. 
The writer, J. C. 
Alieringer, stated that he aud others were 
engaged in forming a similar Association 
I in that State. 
The remarks made during the session in­ 
dicate that the hop-growers are alive to 
their own interests in all parts of the coast, 
and that dealers and consumers will be 
compelled to recognize their demands. 
On motion of T. B Lovdal a committee 
of three was appointed to draw up a form of 
contract between growers aud Chinese con­ 
tractors for picking, by the terms of which 
extra pay for foremen aud cooks of hop- 
picking gangs would not be submitted to 
in the future. 
Some minor business was transacted, 
and the Association adjourned to meet at 
the call of the Chair.

THE CHARGE AGAINST LAWYER GROVE 
L. JOHNSON DISMISSED. 


City Attorney Hart Fays the Arrest Was 
Unwarranted—Mr. Johnson Ex­ 
presses Himself.

The arresting officer should 
have sworn to it, and the motion to dis­ 
miss ought certainly be made by the prose­ 
cution. 
City Attorney Hart said that, as far as 
he knew, Mr. Johnson conducted himself 
as a gentleman at the polls. He did not 
think the act of arresling the defendant a 
wise one, and so stated at the time of the ar­ 
rest. 
He had been told that at the polls at 
which the disturbance was alleged to have 
taken place, there were eigbt or ten voices 
heard above that of Mr. Johnson’s, and 
it was his (Hart’s) disposition to strike the 
case from the calendar in the first place. 
"I ask,” continued the City Attorney, 
“that the case be dismissed." 
Mr. Johnson then addressed the Court as 
follows : 
If your Honor please, I would like to m ake a 
short statem ent in regard to this m atter, w ith 
your permission. 
I have ived in the T hird precinct oi Sacra­ 
m ento, w here I voted at the late KepuDlican pri- 
m sry election, for twenty-four years. For tw en­ 
ty-four years I have attended every prim ary 
and every election, when my health perm itted, 
and I believe I missed but one. 
On this day, Saturday, the 19th of July, I at­ 
tended the prim ary election iu my precinct, as 
I bad & moral and a iegal right to do. It was 
my duty to do it. 
For m any years the new spapers, m agazines, 
the public speakers and m inisters, the political 
press and the political plattorm s. ail have urged 
upon decent people, respectable people and 
tax payers, to participate in prim ary elections, 
because, by so doing, they would prevent the 
rougher classes from taking possession of the 
prim ary, from m anufacturing candidates and 
Irom m aking laws w hich would be Injurious to 
the tax-payers and beneficial cniy to the crim ­ 
inal clisses. 
For these reasons I went there ou 
th at day. 
fo r twenty-four years we have participated 
in prim ary elections iu th at precinct without 
one word of trouble, w ithout the interference 
or necessity of the presence oi police officers or 
Deputy Sheriffs, and w ithout any trouble or 
fracas, or arrests having been niade or even 
threatened. 
I w ent there Saturday, and to m y intense sur­ 
prise I found a large num ber ot people who did 
not iive in the w ard, surrounding th e polls and 
m anifesting an iutcution to take entire charge 
of them . Some of them were candidates iur 
delegates from the First Ward, aud lived there­ 
in. and some of them lived in the Second W ard, 
aud were caudidates for delegates. These per­ 
sons were all shouting and working for oue par­ 
ticular ticket of delegates from th a t ward. One 
m an, apparently the leader, is a person who 
was under arrest at th a t tim e, and is under 
bonds now to appear and answ er to a very seri­ 
ous charge before; your Honor. 
He was at the 
window challenging voters and endeavoring to 
intim idate voters. He was requested by au hon­ 
est and efficient public servant—officer'Frazee— 
to desist, but he refused. 
Some of tbe residents of the precinct were 
alarm ed at the rough aud boisterous aud bellig­ 
erent attitude of these non residents, and ex ­ 
pressed fear th at a large num ber of illegal votes 
would be polled. 
It was suggested th a t a ch al­ 
lenger was needed to try aud secure a fair elec­ 
tion, but sem e were afraid to undertake the 
work, although all favored it. 
I have m ade it a rule all my life never to ask 
a m an to go anyw here I was not w illing to go 
myself; wherefore I said I would go to the w in­ 
dow and act as challenger. I believed these 
non-resident ]>ersous, although soled aud so act­ 
ing, would respect my position in society and 
w ould respect me. 
The-e m en I speak of were challenging voters, 
m aking loud and unusual noises, driving people 
away from the polls, blockading tbe polls, in­ 
sulting the officers of election grossly aud in ­ 
decently using profane and vulgar language, 
and challenging to fight. They called m e bad 
nam es and endeavored to engage m e in a fight, 
w hich of course I declined. 
They m ade our quiet w ard a perfect pan d e­ 
m onium at tim es wim th eir bad conduct. I 
was very quietly and peaceably attending to 
my legitim ate business as a citizen, tax payer 
aud Republican, endeavoring to challenge ille­ 
gal voters, a num ber of whom I caused to be 
sent from the polls by the officers of election. 
Then, while these people, non-residents of the 
w ard,w ere engaged in this—while they were at­ 
tem pting to drag officer Frazee from the polls, 
where he was doing his duty, i was suddenly 
seized from behind. I hud not spoken an un­ 
kind word to any one. At that lim e 1 was doing 
absolutely nothing 
I was seized from behind, 
as 1 said, by this officer Stafford, and shoved 
through the crowd iu a violent and brutal m an­ 
ner, aud then, w hile my hands were held I was 
insolently told th a t I was under arrest for dis­ 
turbing the peace. I firmly and honestlv be­ 
lieve tn at 1 was hela bv tbe person who thus 
arrested m e iu order th at I m ight have been 
killed at th at tim e. I firmly believe that but 
for tbe interposition of a m an whom you know, 
hut who is not Uere—a m an who does nut train 
w ith my political crow d—a m an against me at 
all tim es politically—but for his interposition, 
aud that of a few friends oi m ine, I am confi­ 
dent that the schem e th a t this officer was en ­ 
gaged in would have been successful and 1 would 
nave been cow ardly struck Irom behind, and 
brutally beaten or m urdered at tbe time. I was 
doing nothing at that tim e, and was not en­ 
gaged in m aking noises or disturbance of any 
kind, or threatening this policem an or any one 
else w ith violence or violent language. 
I was 
not disturbing any {«ace of m an or com m unity. 
Others threatened me w ith violence. The de­ 
cent cittzens of the Third Ward were entitled to 
protection w hile holding a prim ary election, 
aud particularly were 
they 
entitled to be 
shielded against non-residents. 
But this officer 
sided with the roughs, w ith the non-residents, 
and by his coarse sought to intim idate respect 
able aud quiet voters. 
There were a great m any people, non-resi 
dents and roughs, there, engaged in m aking 
very loud and indecent noises, in fighting aud 
jiushing, but they were not arrested or in ter­ 
fered w ith by ihis officer Stafford, while I, a 
resident voter and a respectable citizen, was a r­ 
rested by him violently, and w ith the intent of 
bringing me to a quarrel th at I m ight be hurt. 
My first thought was to resist, for he had no le­ 
gal right to arrest me; then 1 thought “ it is bet­ 
ter not,” and I subm itted to the arrest 
I appeared here by my attorney, tbe Hon. C. 
T. Jones, Monday, July ’-¡1st, and the m atter was 
continued until to-day. at the request of the 
prosecution. I am ready for exam ination to­ 
day, but no m an has been found m ean enough 
to sw ear to a com plaint against me, hence no 
trial can be had. 
This of itself shows the 
m alice aud w ickedness of my arrest. 
1 would like this m atter to be exam ined into 
by this Oeurt th at all the people m ay see how 
au outrage has been perpetrated not only upon 
me, but the ctty. 
Your Honor was present at 
the prim ary election aud you saw the faces ol 
those m en that toak possession of the Third 
Ward polls, although they were non residents. 
You knew who they were. Some of them have 
been sentenced by you to the city or County 
Jail for crim es. Some of them are under arrest 
now iu this court upon grave charges. Some 
of them are now under bonds, having been ex ­ 
amine d in this Court by your Honor and held 
for 
trial 
before 
the 
Superior 
Court 
upon 
charges 
of 
felony, 
and 
uone 
of 
them live in the T hird Ward. They were 
there endeavoring to intim ídale honest voters— 
endeavoring to get m en to vote illegally—and 
they succeeded in both endeavors. I was taken 
irom the polls by this person calling him self an 
offieer.ii order to facilitate th at w icked work. 
Wc Republicans say th a t we favor a Lee aud 
fair election—aud the Republican m ajority in 
the lower House of Cougress has passed a law 
to give freedom of election in the South. 
w e say th a t fairplay does not rule in the 
South at elections and th a t it is necessary to 
give the {icople a cliauce to vote freely in the 
South th at the power of the Federal Govern­ 
m ent should boused, but 1 say to your Honor 
th a t there nevt r was an election carried on in 
any precinct in the South where a grosser o u t­ 
rage was com m itted upon the elective fran­ 
chise and the rights of honest people, than was 
com m itted at tbe T hird Ward Republican pri­ 
m ary election iu this city ou the 19th day of this 
m onth, by n o r-resident bullies, and w hich cul­ 
m inated in my arrest by this pers n claim ing to 
be au officer, who thus gave official sanction to 
crim e and Bought to punish respectability. My 
arrest was a gross outrage 
It was a crim e. It 
was a direct blow at free elections—at honest 
elections. 
It was a direct attem pt to intim idate honest 
voters, and 1 would be w anting in my duty to 
my country th at I have taken an oath as an 
officer ot the Court to m aintain tí I did not 
characterize it ss such. 
The m ere effect to me is nothing. I am get­ 
ting along in years. I have lived through 
m any troublous tim es, and 1 can iive throngh 
this very easily, for the people know that I did 
no wrong; th at I was doing mv duty, and th at 
this was a wicked attem pt to’ m aim and per­ 
haps kill me. But by m y arrest & blow was 
struck at your liberties and rights and the lib­ 
erties and rights of every citizen of Sacram ento. 
For if I can be thus misused th at illegal voting 
m ay be carried on, w hat is to prevent any other 
person from being treated in a sim ilar m anner, 
or perhaps worse ? 
It was a direct stab at hon 
est elections and honest prim aries, and it ought 
not to go unpunished.

O ut o f th e C abinet. 
W ash in g to n , Ju ly 29th.—T he Star (Re­ 
publican) says to-night: “ T he indignation 
of the R epublican Congressm en over Mr. 
B laine’s interference in th e tariff discus­ 
sion has reached a belligerent state. 
It is 
Íiroposed, since th e publication of his lBst 
etter to Senator F ry e, th a t he shall be 
forced out of th e C abinet, and if possible 
out of th e party. 
T his m ay seem extrem e 
an d 
startling, 
bu t 
it 
is 
w hat 
at 
th is 
m om ent is 
being 
discussed 
by 
those 
gentlem en 
in 
Congress 
w ho 
m ig h t be expected to bear the feeling of 
angry resentm ent 
against a m an w ho 
has done m ore th an any other for the rep­ 
u tation of a bill upon w hich they are de­ 
p endent for cam paign capital. Conferences 
have been held by these gentlem en since 
th e appearaoce of this lest letter to M r 
F ry e to determ ine w hat they can best do 
u n d er the circum stances. T he opinion is 
Btrongly unanim ous th at he has dqne con­ 
siderable injury to th e party by his criti­ 
cism . 
A s one gentlem an rem arked, “ it w ill be 
extrem ely em barrassing w hen they are on 
th e stum p defending th e M cK inley bill to 
h ave M r. B laine’s letters quoted at them . 
In talking th e m atter over it was said 
th a t Mr. B laine had em barrassed the A d­ 
m inistration and th e party in Congress, 
an d th at som ething m ust be done to destroy 
h is inlinence and relieve the p arty of any 
responsibility for his utterances. 
It was 
understood also th at M r. H arrison enter­ 
tained sim ilar sentim ents. 
A gentlem an of undoubted reliability, 
w ho know s all about w hat is going on in 
th is m atter and sym pathizes w ith it, said 
to a reporter to day th a t Mr. H arrigon had 
tried to pu t Mr. B laine dow n, but had 
failed, and now they w ould see w hat could 
be done. 
H e said further, th at they wopld 
force him out of the Cabinet, and their 
party, and th at they w ould exercise all 
th eir power and w ould crush him . 
T he R epublicans w ho denounce w hat 
th ey term as B laine's "m eddlesom e dis­ 
position,” are forced to adm it th at his re­ 
ciprocal policy proposition is a sensible 
one. 
I t is appreciated by th e Finance 
C om m ittee th at his reciprocity idea has 
som e strength in the Senate, anu accord­ 
ingly Mr. A ldrich prepared his am end­ 
m ent, w hich is sim ilar to that offered by 
M r. Fierce, and it will be adopted by the 
com m ittee if they find, as they now be­ 
lieve, th at som e such proposition is bound 
to carry. They w ill do this w ith a full 
belief th at the am endm ent cannot carry 
through the H ouse, though there are u n ­ 
doubtedly m any R epublicans in the H ouse 
w ho believe that Mr. B laine is right. 
Reed and M cKinley are confident th at 
the policy of the m ajority in the body can 
be shaped by the sam e han d s as hereto­ 
fore, and in the H ouse, w here it is pro­ 
posed to give B laine a blow th at w ill’u n ­ 
horse him , it is proposed th a t w hen the 
m atter goes to th e C om m ittee on W ays 
an d M eans a report shall be draw n up and 
signed by the R epublican m em bers attack­ 
ing B laiue w ith all the pow er th at can be 
p u t into language, and it is proposed to get 
th e sanction of the H ouse to do this, as 
R eed has before got its sanction to other 
propositions upou w hich there were differ­ 
ences of opinion.

LOTTERY COM PANIES. 


intercourse between the lottery company and 
its victims. The use of the malls is quite as 
essential to tne companies as a State license. 
It would be practically impossible for the com­ 
panies to exist if the public mails were ouce ef­ 
fectually c losed against these companies, and 
the prostitution of an agency only intended to 
serve purposes of legitimate trade and decent 
social intercourse would cease. But it is not 
necessary, 1 am sure, for me to attempt to por­ 
tray the robbery of the poor and the widespread 
corruption of public and private morals which 
are necessary incidents of these lottery systems. 
The national capital has become the sub­ 
headquarters of the Ixjuislana Lottery Com­ 
pany, and its numerous ageDts and attorneys 
are conducting here a business involving prob­ 
ably a larger use of the mails than that ot »Dy 
legitimate business enterprise in the District of 
Columbia, and there seems to be good reason to 
believe that the corrupting touch oi these 
agents has been lelt by the clerks in the postal 
service, and by some of the police officers of 
the district. 
Severe and effective legislation should be 
promptly enacted to enable the Postoffice De­ 
partment to purge the mails of all letters, news­ 
papers and circulars relating to the business. 
The letter of the Postmaster-General, which I 
transmit herewith, points out the inadequacy 
of the existing statute, and suggests the legisla­ 
tion that would be efiective. It may alto be 
necessary to regulate the carrying of letters by 
express companies, so as to prevent the use of 
those agencies to m aintain communication be­ 
tween lottery companies and their agents or 
customers in other cities. 
It docs not seem possible that there can be 
any division of sentiment as to the prooriety of 
closing the mails against these companies, uud 
1 therefore venture to express the hope that 
such proper powers as are necessary to that end 
will be given to the Posloffice Department. 
T he letter of the Postm aster-G eneral, re­ 
ferred to bv the P resident, calls attention 
to th e inefficiency of th e present law . and 
recom m ends the passage of the an ti-lo t­ 
tery bill recently reported to th e H ouse. 


P resid e n t H arriso n '* M essage to C ongress 
on th e S ubject. 
W ashington, Ju ly 29th.—P resident H ar­ 
rison to-day sen t th e follow ing message to 
Congress: 
7b the Senate and House of Representatives: The 
recen: attempt to secure a charter from North 
Dakota for a lottery company, peuding an effort 
to obtain from the -State ot Louisiana a renewal 
of the charter of the Louisiana State Lottery, 
and the establishment of one or more lottery 
companies at the Mexican towns near our bor­ 
der, have served the good purpose of calling 
Íublic attention to au evil oi vast proportion, 
f the baneful effects of lotteries were confined 
to the States that gave the companies corporate 
powers and license to conduct business, the 
citizens of other States being powerless to ap­ 
ply legal remedies they might clear themselves 
oi responsibility by the use of such moral agen­ 
cies a> were within their reach. 
But the case is uot so. The people of all the 
Mates are debauched and defrauded. The vast 
sums of money offered to the States for charters 
sre r.rawii from the people oi the United States, 
and the Government, through the mail system,

REVENUE. 


R e p o rt of th e C om m issioner fur th e L ast 
F iscal Y ear. 
W ashington, Ju ly 29th.—C om m issioner 
M ason has subm itted to th e Secretary of 
th e T reasury a prelim inary report oi the 
operations of tha In tern al R evenue B ureau 
during th e last fiscal year. 
T he total collections from all sources of 
internal revenue were $142,594 096, an in ­ 
crease of $11,700,262, com pared w ith the 
preceding year. 
O w ing to the lack of re­ 
ports. in som e cases it is not possible to 
state exactly the cost of collection, wnich 
is estim ated at $4,100 CO0¡ or a decrease of 
$85,000, as com pared w ith the preceding 
year. 
T he tables appended to th e report show 
th at th e receipts in detail during the year 
have been, com pared w ith the preceding 
year, as follows: Spirits, $S1,687 375, an in ­ 
crease of $7.375,168; tobacco, $33,958,991, an 
crease of $2,092,130; 
ferm ented liquors, 
$26,008,534, an increase o f $2,284,699; oleo­ 
m argarine, $786,291, a df%rease of $107,­ 
956; banks and bankers, $70, a decrease of 
$6,141; m iscellaneous, $153,434, an increase 
of $62,363. 
U nder the head of tobacco th e fables 
show receipts from chew ing and sm oking 
tobacco have increased $1 248,551. from 
cigars $661,513 and from cigarettes $40 796. 
A m ong th e larger collections were Illi­ 
nois, $34,878.691; Indiana, $6,250,981; K en ­ 
tucky, $17.059 043; New Y ork, $16,224.321;

S ecretary N oble R everses 
a 
D ecision 
M ade by th e L and C om m issioner. 
W ashington, Ju ly 29th.—Secretary No­ 
ble has reversed the decision of the Land 
Com m issioner, dated A ugust 21, 1888, re­ 
jecting th e claim of th e C entral Pacific 
R ailroad to th e west h a lf of th e northeast 
qu arter of section 35, tow nship 17 north, 
range 2 west. M. D. M., California, and 
aw arding to Charles C. Groesey the right to 
enter the sam e as a hom estead. 
T he Cen­ 
tral Pacific R ailroad, as successor to the 
California and Oregon C om pany, claim ed 
the tract as being w ithin the grant to the 
latter com pany of Ju ly 25, 1866, and the 
Secretary sustains the claim . 
T he Land 
Com m issioner based his decision on the 
ground th at the tract was reserved because 
it was w ithin the outside boundary of the 
alleged grant by M exico to one M anuel 
Diaz.

Jones of Arkansas then addressed the Senate 
in oppo ition to the bill, which he said was a 
declaration on the part of the Republican 
party that the tariff was never to be reduced.

inaugurate 
a movement that would in its effVcts and conse­ 
quences surpass all previous upheavals of the 
kind. Tne protective system would be crushed 
and cast out as an utter abomination. Comiug 
to the question of a bounty on sugar, Jones 
asked why not protect the wheat grower 
by a bounty, as well ss the sugar grower. The 
proposition to take the duty off raw sugsr and 
to pay a bounty on American grown sugar sim­ 
ply meaDt “sugar free ior the refineries; sugar 
free for the sugar trust; sugar taxed for ail who 
consume it for food.” 
The next line of the bill having been read by 
tl e Clerk—“ Chromic acid, contents per pound" 
—McPherson moved to substitute the existing 
duty of 15 per cent ad valorem. 
Gorman said the Democratic Senators wanted 
a free discussion of the bill, and nothing more. 
But the Republican Senators wanted to rush it 
through at railroad speed. 
Aldrich said that in 1888 the tat iff had been 
discussed in every field and workshop and on 
every hustings. The country understood that 
the talk about explanations and the attempt to 
drive the Republican Senators to make stump 
speeches for political effect was slor.ply to delay 
action on the tariff bill, which delay was ae- 
t tractive to every business interest. 
Gorman reminded the Republican side of 
Plumb’s statement that the pany was in danger, 
and ol his warning that it would have to in­ 
crease taxation within eighteen mouths. He 
also said that. Mr Blaine had (through the Sen­ 
ators from Maine) told the Republican Senators 
that if they passed the bill as reported they 
would not only destroy the possibility of increas­ 
ing the trade with the couutries south of the 
United Stans, but would bankrupt the treasury 
iu eighteen months, lor that was the meaning of 
it. 
Hiscock made a general charge that the Re­ 
publican success at the last election was the re­ 
sult oi the influence of manufacturers or mo 
nopolists. and asserted that in the State ot New 
York, wherever Democratic majorities were 
rolled up, the steps of the whisky interest could 
be marked. In reference to the statement as to 
refusal of the Finance Committee to give hear­ 
ings to persons interested, Hist ock said it had 
refused to give heariugs to representatives of 
manufacturers ol Germany, Prance, England 
and Belgium. 
He did not know how much 
money had been contributed to the Democratic 
election fund by these in ercsts, but he knew 
that every day that the tariff bill was delayed 
was largely to the profit of foreign mauu'áet- 
urers. They were interesied in its defeat. 
Voorhets congratulated Gorman on his great 
victory in breaking ihe predetermined silence 
on the Republican side of the chauff er, 
as to 
the speech of the Senator irora New York, 
which had been extorted under the lash, it 
was the same old tirade of columuy and abuse 
against the Democratic party. 
Alter further debate the bill was laid aside 
and the House joint resolution to continue the 
appropriations under the existing laws, up to 
the 15th of August, was presented, discussed 
uud passed. 
A fter an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
IN tiie house. 
Washington, July 29th.—In the House ihe 
Committee on Appropriations reported a joint 
resolution providing temporarily (until August 
14th) for such ot the expenditures of the Gov­ 
ernment as hare not been provided tor by ap­ 
propriation tiils which have already beejme 
laws, it was passed. 
The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole on the Sena'e amendments to the sundry 
civil appropriation bill. 
In speaking to one o! the Senate amendments 
to th t sundry civil bill, Strable of Iowa made a 
hater attack upon Speaker Reed for his action 
towards gentlemen having an interest in public 
building bills. He had contrasted the courte­ 
ous m ancer of Speaker Carlisle towards all gen­ 
tlemen requesting a recognition with the al­ 
most sneering mauner iu which the present 
Speaker treated such requests. The Speaker 
treated members as though they were boys. He 
did not propose to stand this sort of treatment 
any longer without protest. Should members, 
he asked, continue to submit longer like cow­ 
ards to the dicta.ion of the speaker? Should 
they not rather combine iu an honest attempt 
to have recognition? He was for rebellion 
against the rulings of the Speaker in regard to 
public building bills. 
Strnbel’s remarks were vigorously applauded 
by the Democrats. 
Cannon thought the gentleman from Iowa 
had better have withheld his attack upon the 
Speaker. He (Cannon) dtd not f.-el called upon 
to defend the Speaker. The Speaker needed no 
defense. 
Peters of Kansas defended the Speaker’s 
actions. 
McClammy of North Carolina, expressed his 
pleasure at knowing that the occasion had ar­ 
rived when the gentleman (strable) could hare 
the courage of his convictions. 
(Laughter, 
which broke out louder when McClammy al­ 
luded to Struble’s failure to secure a renomina­ 
tion by speaking oi the beautiful tones of the 
dying swan.) 
Au amendment which gave rise to discussion, 
was that appropriating $800,000 for the purchase 
of a suitable site for a building for the Supreme 
Court. 
In opposing this McClammy took occasion to 
poke more fun at M r. Strable, greatly to the 
amusement of the House. 
The amendment was noncurred in. The Com­ 
mittee having concluded the consideration of 
all other amendments, recurred to the consider­ 
ation of the irrigation amendment, which had 
been passed over temporarily. 
It was agreed that debate on this amendment 
should be limited to four hours, and the Com­ 
mittee then rose, and the House adjourned.
